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The undersigned conducted a ph|)ne conference with Mr. Paul Shanoski^ Senior Attorney, 
Office of Petitions, on September 13, 20^04 regarding the dismissal of the petition. Counsel for 
applicant indicated that a typographical i srror in the filing date of ^e Italian foreign plication 
listed in the petition made the Italian foreign application filing date to seem as if it was filed 
earlier than the U.S. utility filing date, (jjounsel for applicant noted fte filing date for the Italian 
foreign application was incorrectly listed in the petition since the month and date on 
communications firom the Italian associate tised the European fonnat (i.e.. DD/MM/YYYY), as 
opposed to the U,S. standard format (M Vl/DD/VYYY). Therefore, what appeared to be a 
November 12, 2003 filing date in Italy based on the European format was actually December 11, 
2003. The December 1 1 , 2003 Italian fi ling date is after the December 5, 2003 of the above- 
captioned U.S. utility application. Coujbel for applicant regrets the typogr^ical error and 
apologizes for die confUslon it caused. 

In light of the above, the U.S. ajiplication is abandoned for failure to notify the Office of a 
foreign filing within forty-five (45) day; after the filing date of a foreign application. 

A copy of USPTO form PTO/si36, requesting recission of the previous nonpublication 
request, is included herewi^. The feilire to timely file this form with the USPTO firom the time 
it was due to the date of the present petition was entirely unintentional. It is respectfully 
requested that the foim be forwarded td the publication branch of the USPTO,
